4.— H ar­ 
ry A. Schapper, the honor prisoner 
from the state 
penitentiary

has lost his privilege and can no 
longer count him self one of the 
model convicts, W arden J. K. Cod­ 
ding announced today, after learn­ 
ing that Schapper 
was 
at 
Fort 
W orth, Texas. 
"W e thought he was there,” Cod 
ding said. 
“ That was his old hang­ 
out, and we wired the police to 
watch for him. 
W e ’re 
sorry 
he 
stayed too long.” 
He was due at the penitentiary 
Tuesday night. 
He was the only one out of all 
the paroled prisoners that did not 
return on time. 
Schapper was a life-termer, and 
was editor of the “ Square Deal,” 
the convict publication. 
He, among 
others, was granted a ten-day par­ 
ole at Christmas time to visit his 
relatives in Texas.
